I The librarian may be justly compar'd with Eim wbo keeps 
l aa AriBoury of Weapons; for as ibe Keeper dplb neilber forge ; 
: the iropiemeals of War^ nor employ them on lEe field of Baltic^ 
so fieilher dolb llie Librarian compose the leam'd Works whicli 
; arc under his charge* nor use their wisdom m his own cspedal 
iii!er«t 

; But like that other Keeper* il is his Duty to see that his 
Armoury ( which is the libraiy ) be well slock'd with ihc fittest 
Weapons, and that they be pul into the hands of such as can 
I use ihem al the proper rime. 

: The Metaphor need not slop at this* neither* for even as the 
Weapons of the Armouiy are unfitted for lEe hands of all* so, 
the Books ( ihe Weapons over which the Librarian is Custo- 
dian ) are ofttimes dangerous & haraiful if they ■ come lo the 
hands of persons ill-fitted to peruse t|em. 

Mr. Pope ( an able poet* iho' a Papist ) warns us that : 

A little learning is a dangerous thing! 

Drink deep,* or taste not the Pierian spring. 

The wisdom of such advice* & the folly of not observing it 
may be seen now-a-days* when Demagogues and others of shal- 
low intelleci seek lo stir up sedition & revolt Whence il 
appears that il is as'Cuslos Librorum (as ihe Ancienls cal'd 
him) or Guardian of ihe Books, that the Librarian exercises 
his true function. 

I am sensible that there will be some who will enquire as to 
what qualities should be possess'd by him who stands thus as 
Guardian of the Books. These may think (if perchance the-; 
hasty and frivolous workings of their' iO-taught minds may be so ^ 
dignified as to term it thinking) that it matters litile wlial the 
character of the' librarian be. ' 

Such as these cannot loo soon become aware of their error. ' 
For how can it be possible that a man can act as Warder of the 
accumulated record of the world’s wisdom, piety* leamiqg, & 
experience, and hold the same in necessary reverence* if he be 
not a person of sober and Godly life, learo’d* virtuousr chaste* 
moral, frugal and temperate ? 

TTiis should be the character of the Librarian, and it is such 
as he that I would extol, as through these pages, I offer for your 
benefit, ihe results of twenty years of labour in our Honourable 
Profession.

^ since you may-be expected to remember that ihe Book, has been 
Purchased for the Library. It may, however, occup}^ your leisure 
moments. Some would advise that if it be a Volume of Sermons 
it be placed on the Shelves v/ith others of its like ; or if it be a 
work of Natural Philosophy it, stand near the Volumes cl that 
class. Thh Is 'a waste of Labour. 

Assign it a Number which shaS correspond to its Position on 
the Shelf, and shall be the next in Sequence from the latest Book 
which you have added, and so tel them, stand ia llie Order in 
W’hich. they are ReceVd. Tor, surely^ if you desire to find a 
' number of volumes of Sermons, il will be an easy mailer for you, 
recailing w'hea they were Piifchas^d, to pluck ihem from their 
'several resting-pkcef., 'v 

Keep your Books behind ftoat Graliiigs, and in no wise lei 
any Person come al lhen:i to take lliem from the She! except 
yourself. 

Have k Mkd ihie Comsel d Masto Eaoch Sneed (ihal 
most Worthy UbrariaQ) who saysr It were belter thal ao^ 
Person enter the Library ( save the Librarian Himself) and that 
ihe Bootes be fcepi ia Safely, than lhal one Book be lost* or 
others Misplaced. Guard weS your Books, — this is always your

The dissipations of Time, the vak Empli'» 
fiesses of Amusement® the general be-pestermenl that follows 
embarlabon on this doubtful Sea ( doubtful, if not in fact® Peri- 
lous) all these concomilanls of the Married Slate so conspire 
and agree to harass the librarian and woo him from his legiti- 
male tasks as to behoove him So take a great Oathiiever to allow 
himsei lo be entrapped, Tis the only, safe course. Glheirwise 
will he find hirosei badgePd when he desires to read m Peace; 
led forth lo Domestic Duties when he should be marshalling his 
Books ; and at all limes Distract’d & Annoy’d, lo ihe detriment 
of his Profession.

TTius il Lappeoy with, .the next Book, and the nexls the 
excellent Doctor standing before his Book Shelves* holdiog in 
one hand the C!olh* wherewith he had purpos’d to wipe off the 
Dust from the Books, and in the other the Volume which he 
could not lay aside until he had read it 

So he abode standing, and return’d each Day to his task, yet 
each Day reading more of the Books, till al last full eighteen 
Months had pass’d, and Dr, Gully had read every book in the 
Library* Bui at that time the Dust lay as thick on the Books 
whereat he had commenc’d, as ever il had been in the 
Beginning.

Master Timothy, being in Charge of a Publick Library, was^ 
one day reading diligendy when a Member of the Library 
entered, and presenting his Subscripliois Xickel begged the? 
Librarian to fetch him a . certain Book* Master Timothy being 
incens’d al this Interruption of his Reading, and Chancing at that 
Moment to sec the Constable passing the Library, did put out 
his Head from the Window, and Bawl loudly for the Constable 
to conrie in* 

When the latter had enter’d he gave the Member into 
custody of the Officer, preferring against him a charge of Dis- 
turbance of ihe Peace* 
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the Ecclesiastical Polity of lhe!eam’'d Hooker. Now, it chanc'd 
that the Town Clock had become damag'd, the Librarian,; 
hearing not the customary Ringing, strode past his Door ( despite 
the loud cries of his Housekeeper), continu’d down the Street, 
never for an instant relaxing his Zeal for Reading.' At 7 oyock 
the Excellent man was still walking in the direction of the neigh- 
boring Town, and only at a quarter after 8 , %vhen the failing 
Light caus’d him to glance up, did he perceive that he had 
Iraveird over 6 miles & arriv’d in the Market place of the next 
Town, having perus’d the greater pari of the Ecclesiastical Polity 
on the journey. 

The Librarian was sore perplex'd, for al first he failed to 
recognize his surroundings, & he was unable to account for the 
hooting Rabble that dogg'd his Footsteps, in the Custom' of such 
Vulgar Persons' when they discover a Stranger, of unusual 


chanc'd to encounter him at that Moment Through the good 
offices of this Friend, Master Timothy was provided with com- 
fortable' Lodgings for the Night : & on the Morrow suitably 
.convey'd to his own Home-.. 
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Bui the Librariais, so, far removed from any of these, minisleis 
lo the Wisdom and Delight of. Mankind, Increases his own 
Knowledge, lives surrounded hy the Noble tboughls of great 
Minds, and can take no Concern of pecunlaiy Success,, forasmuch 
as such a thing is not within the boundaries, of Possibility* 

If any may rival him in good Fortune, it is the Author, who 
produces some great Work of which the Librarian shaH stand 
as humble Guardian. But even here, again, a little reading suf- 
fices lo show that Authors have frequently lived in Tormoi! or 
Penury, dying Destitute or wretched, because that Publick 
Esteem which was necessary to their ConteotmenI had been 
withheld until long after they had quitted this Earth. 

The Librarian, as he cannot hope for Wealth ( nor fret his 
Mind about it), so he cannot expect to achieve Fame. 'Where 
is the Monument erected to a Librarian ? Great Monarchs and 
Warriors have ihehs; in ancient times it was even a custom thus^ 
to honour the Poet Bui the Librarian lives and dies unknown 
to Fame; the durable results of his Labours are not visible to the 
Eye, and if at all he receiveth Honour it is for his private Char- 
acter a$ a Man. His Brother Librarians may know and Esteem 
him as an Ornament to their Profession, and that k his sufficient 
.Reward. 

, He lives protected, avaricious neither of Money nor of 
W ofldly Fame., and happy in the goodliest of all Occupations, — 
the pursuit of Wisdom. ' ■ ' ■
